I have often said that were I 
“back to the farm’’ as a sole 
of livelihood, I would run my farm along 
these lines. In other words, I would 
conduct an “agricultural seed farm,’ on

best seeds obtainable, and at the same 
time. and for the years to come, all 
obtainable information and possible pres-
